The French Acting Consul-General at Calcutta, in a recent, report, 
remarks on the increased use of motor cars and 
Automobiles. motor cycles noticeable in Bombay, Calcutta and 
Madras during the last two years. Moreover, 
in various parts of India several schemes have been put forward 
for motor services to link up important centres and to connect 
health resorts with the nearest railway. Reliability trials have 
been organised in various parts of the country, and these have 
done much to push the sale of motors. There are now garages 
established in Bombay where automobiles can be hired by the 
hour; these appear to be well patronised. Natives attach no 
importance to speed when purchasing a car, preference being given 
to a strong and trustworthy article. A voiturette, light enough to 
be carried by bearers across the fords which have so often to be 
traversed in India, with wheels as high as possible in order to be 
able to cross the more shallow fords unassisted, retailed at a price 
not exceeding 160/., should, says the Acting Consul-General, 
command a ready sale. 


The ‘ Pioneer Mail” (Allahabad) states that the sub-committee 
appointed with reference to the scheme of 

Port Works. development of the port of Karachi have now 

formulated definite proposals. These include 
the extension, both north and south, of the wharves by the addi- 
tion of three new berths, besides the two already sanctioned. 
There will thus be, when the Mereweather pier head is thrown 
back, and the alignment adjusted, a practically unbroken wharf 
line of 15 berths, each capable of accommodating a steamer 
500 feet in Jength. 

It is proposed that the Napier Mole boat wharf should be 
doubled, and a passenger pier or wharf placed between the southern 
end of the new wharves and the Bulk Oil Pier. A site is fixed 
for a graving dock should the same become necessary. 

A re-arrangement of the sheds on the wharves is suggested, to 
allow of each of the 15 berths being served by its own system of 
sidings. 

The estimated cost of the foregoing, with subsidiary works in 
connection, is Rs. 94,44,572. 

It is further suggested that the Export Yard should be removed 
from Kiamuri and replaced by a new one lying between the 
Chinna Creek and Scandal Point Crossing, at a cost of 


Rs. 60,68,971.

According to a report by the French Consui at Rotterdam 
the sale of automobiles in the Netherlands, 

Automobiles. which was steady in 1904, has shown renewed 

activity in 1905. In May last, automobiles 
to the number of 1,600 were licensed to be used on the roads of 
the Netherlands, and the numbers doubtless have increased during 
the summer. The Dutch are willing to pay good prices but 
demand a good article—a solid machine, well put together. 

In the opinion of the Consul, the automobile trade should 
increase still further in the Netherlands. A large number of 
people remain ignorant of the advantages of the machine, and 
the country, though not densely populated, is very rich, while its 
straight level roads are admirably suited to the use of automobiles. 

Those who wish to push this trade in the Netherlands would, in 
his opinion, be well advised to choose their agent with care, and 
to insist on his having a workshop for repairs and a stock of the 
accessories usually in demand. Once proved to be trustworthy. 
the agent should be treated accordingly. It would be well to 
send him machines at the commencement of a season ; five persons 
will buy machines which they see and try, to one who will buy a 
similar machine from paper plans and drawings. 
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NETHERLANDS—continued. 


Another point to be noted is that, although it is more profitable 
to sell large machines than small ones, the purchasers of the former 
are limited in number and the latter should not be neglected. 
Especially is this the case in the Netherlands where the dust in 
summer and the rain and wind during the rest of the year make 
the closed ‘‘ voiturette ” the most desirable. 








With regard to motor boats, the French Consul says they are destined 
to take the place of sailing boats on the Dutch 
Motor Boats. canals. The favourite type of boat is that of. 
130 tons and 20 horse-power. Many are

export. This freedom from Customs duties should tend to develop 
many industries which at present are in their infancy. In the 
opinion of the “ Review ” there is a large field open for the export 
of fruit, fish, vegetables, &c.

Proposed 
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COMMERCIAL TREATY BETWEEN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM AND ROUMANIA. 


A Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between the United 
Kingdom and Roumania was signed on 31st October at Bucharest 
by the Roumanian Minister of Foreign Affairs and the British 
Delegates. The Treaty is based generally on the reciprocal grant 
of most-favoured-nation treatment, and appended thereto is a 
schedule of tariff concessions accorded by Roumania to products of 
the United Kingdom. Provisions are included with regard to the 
eventual adherence of British Colonies and Possessions. It has 
been agreed to keep the contents of the Treaty and Tariff confi- 
dential pending their submission to the Roumanian Chambers 
until a date not later than the end of the present year. 





THE PERMANENT SUGAR COMMISSION. 


The Autumn Session of the Permanent Commission under the 
Sugar Bounties Convention was held at Brussels, on the 23rd 
October last and the following days. 

The legislation of the following States was examined : — 


Brazil. Paraguay. 
Bolivia. Panama. 
Honduras. The Philippines. 
Guatemala. Nicaragua. 


The case of Brazil was adjourned for further consideration at 
the next Session of the Commission in March, 1906, in order to 
allow time for further enquiries. 

The Countervailing Duties previously fixed as applicable to 
Sugar from Bolivia, Honduras, Guatemala, Paraguay, and the 
Philippines were suppressed. 

The Commission decided that a bounty was in existence in 
Nicaragua, and the Countervailing Duties previously fixed as 
applicable to Nicaraguan Sugar were maintained. 

It was decided that no Countervailing Duties were required in 
the case of Panama.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
OCTOBER, 1905.* 
I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for October, 1905, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1904, show a decrease in the 
value of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and increases in 
the value of the Exports of British produce, and of foreign and 
Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in October, 1905, was 48,676,4187., 
a decrease of 841,407/., or 1:7 per cent., as compared with 
October, 1904, whilst the total Exports amounted to 35,603,3661., 
or an increase of 4,498,306/. The Exports of British produce alone 
show an increase of 3,923,8691., or 15:4 per cent., as compared with 
October, 1904, whilst there is an increase of 574,4371., or 10-1 
per cent., in the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise.

Under this new regulation, which is 
to come into force on the Ist January next, appellants will be per- 
mitted to avail themselves of a “ continuous” (fortlaufend) system 
of forwarding their appeals ; that is to say, if the appeal is not 
allowed by the official next in rank above the official who gave the 
decision complained of, it proceeds automatically to the next higher 
authority, without the complainant being required to renew his 
protest ; and, ifagain rejected by him, to the next. higher authority, 
until it reaches the Minister of Finance, by whom the final decision 
is given. 

Appeals of this nature must be lodged at the chief Custom-house 
at which the decision complained of was given or to which the 
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officer who gave the decision belongs; and the person lodging the 
appeal must signify that he wishes the new “ automatic” procedure 
to be adopted—-either by marking the appeal “‘ fortlaufend,” or by 
addressing it to the Minister, or by stating in the appeal that he 
desires the Minister’s decision upon the question of any prior 
rejection of his appeal.

RUSSIA: 


Referring to the notice on pp. 79-80 of the “ Board of Trade 
Oil Industry at Journal” of 12th October, H.M. Consul at 
Baku Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) reports with regard 
to the recent disturbances in the-oil district; 
that according to the Baku newspapers the areas recently laid 
waste by fires are being rapidly built over, about 150 new derricks 
being already erected on the Balakhani field. At Romani and 
Sabunchi the work of restoration is being actively, carried on. 
All oil and: water pipe-lines, storage accommodation, engines, 
pumps and boiler houses are being overhauled and re-painted 
and otherwise placed in a state of efficiency. 

In a later despatch Mr. Stevens reports that. the Governor- 
General has promised to comply with certain suggestions made by 
the Council of Petroleum Producers for safeguarding the workers 
on the oil fields, and that it has been decided to resume work.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, . 
The report for 1904 on the Straits Settlements states that a few 
Rubber Para rubber estates were started recently in 
Cultivation Singapore, but it is hardly likely that these 
: will increase to any great extent, as there is 
not much Jand suited for this cultivation. In Province Wellesley 
and Malacca, however, there is a marked increase in rukber culti- 
vation, and still more so in the Federated Malay States. ‘lhe area 
under cultivation now in the Peninsula is very large, and the 
prepared rubber is in great demand by the home manufacturers, 
the best samples having taken the highest price ever paid in 1904, 
viz., 6s. 14d. per lb. An extensive series of experiments was 
carried out last year in the Botanic Gardens to discover improved 
methods of tapping and preparingrubber. (Colonial Office, Annual 
Series, 458.) 


BRITISH SOLOMON ISLANDS. 

A report on the British Solomon Islands, recently issued by the 
Rubber Colonial Office, states that a recent attempt to 
Grente procure plants of rubber (Hevea braziliensis) 

5: from Singapore was unsuccessful, but has only 
postponed for a few months the commencement of rubber growing. 

Many thousand acres of forest lands in the Protectorate are 

eminently suitable for this purpose, and the climate would appear 


to be favourable. (Colonial Office, Annual Series, 461.) 


JAPAN. 


With reference to the notice in the “ Board of Trade Journal,” of 
2nd November, p. 227, quoted from ‘“ Com- 
merce” (Tokio), the organ of the Japan Foreign 
Trade Association, purporting to give the 
estimated wheat crop of Japan for 1905, 16 appears that the figures 
given in “Commerce” relating to wheat referred actually to 
barley.

BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 

The report on the trade of the East Africa Protectorate, by Mr. A. 

Marsden, Chief of Customs at Mombasa, states 
Trade in 1904-5. that taking the trade returns up to the 

31st January, and estimating the returns for 
the two remaining months of February and March, the year ending 
31st March, 1905, may be summarised as one of marked prosperity, 
which even the doubling of the Customs duty on imports has 
failed to check, and in comparison with the preceding year shows 
an increase in the value of merchandise of 92,2241. in imports and 
76,3761. in exports. The value of the imports (including goods 
landed for consumption in and transit through the territory) was 
752,315l. during 1904-05, as compared with 604,367. during the 
preceding year; the export figures were 236,1910. during 1904-05 
and 159,815. in 1903-04. 


BRITISH SOLOMON ISLANDS. 

The recently issued report on the British Solomon Islands says 

that the whole of the trade of the Protectorate, 

Trade in 1904-5. both in exports and imports, is done with the 

port of Sydney, New South Wales. The tables 

of exports and imports for the twelve months ending 31st March, 

1905, show that the former are valued at 47,405/., as compared 

with 38,0437. in 1903-4, and the latter at 35,656/., or a total trade 

of 81,0617. Previous to the year 1904-5, no attempt had been 
made to estimate the value of the imports. 

The Solomon Islands trade is at present only in its infancy, but 
is expanding year by year. The only reason why the trade of the 
Protectorate is done exclusively with Sydney is from the fact that 
at present there is no steam communication with any other place. 
That such conditions will not much longer prevail is certain.

BRAZIL: 


The “Journal des Tarifs et Traités de Commerce” states that the 
French Minister at Rio de Janeiro, in response 
to a request for diplomatic intervention by a 
‘French firm who were appealing against a fine 
inflicted by the Brazilian Customs authorities, 
points out that the legal tribunals of the country must be resorted 
to before such intervention is allowable. The formalities which 
have to be gone through in the case of an appeal of this nature are 
laid down in the “Consolidagao das leis da Alfandega.” When 
these formalities have been complied with, the Finance Committee 
lays the case before the Minister, who acts as judge as a last 
resource. By adopting any course but this, exporters run the-risk 
of having their appeal quashed by the Brazilian authorities.

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender ; 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The ‘“ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 1d. All

Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

Among the branches of work now carried on by the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington are the scientific investigation of 
the economic products of the British Empire with a view to their 
commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of the arrangement 
and classification of the Collection of these products which is 
exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the 
sample room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The ‘Imperial Institute Bulletin,” issued quarterly, contains 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the 
Imperial Institute at South Kensington.

TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 





India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- 
nity. 

in due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 


about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 


Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr. Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial 
Agent, attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and 
Trade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen.
